General steadiness of farm pro­ 
ducts prices, with one sensational­ 
ly sharp increase, that of potatoes, 
was noted throughout the month of 
June hy the Division of A gricultur­ 
al Economics, University of Cali­ 
fornia, in its monthly report to the 
farm advisor’s office here. 
In a 
price comparison with .Tune, 1985, 
the division reports an increase in 
IR out of 24 leading items, potatoes 
leaping from 50 rents to $1.80 a 
bushel in the comparison. 
The general price average of all 
products covered was 105 per cent 
of the June, 1911-1915 average, but 
only 69 per cent of the June 1925- 
1929 average, indicating that farm 
prices still have a. long way to go 
before they establish anv sort of 
a parity with the pre-depression 
quotations.

The Department of Commerce has recently 
reported the estimates of the total "income 
produced” in the United States in the form 
j of goods and services and of the total "income 
; paid out” in the form of wages, salary, divi­ 
dends and profits. 
Figures for 1935 have just 
; been published. 
"Income produced” last year amounted in 
round numbers to fifty-three billion dollars. 
This is an inerrant 
with 1032; the worst year of the depression, 
1 "Income 
paid out”, exceeded “income pro­ 
duced 
by about a half billion dollars; which 
! means, of course, that business men paid part 
of their expenses from their reserves in order 
to pay wages, expenses, etc. 
But the amount 
! taken out, however, more than was produced 
was much smaller than 
for any year since

In the year 1930, American business 
men drew* on past Hayings to the extent of more 
than five billion dollars. 
In 1931, they took
